FORESTED COAL BARRENS 
Making the desert bloom like the rose 
seem s an easy task comparer! with m aking 
anything lovely of the barren areas left be­ 
hind by open-cut stripping of coal. That is fir­ 
ing done, however, in eastern Ohio. 
Several coal com panies have organized the 
Ohio Reclam ation Com m ittee w hich works in 
close cooperation with tho United States Soil 
Conservation Service, the Ohio Division of 
Forestry and various sportsmen and farm er 
cities. 
The areas to fie improved are studied care­ 
fully. Then the trees needed are ordered from 
the forestrv division at the prices paid by 
rural land owner, from $4 to SH a thousand, 
depending on age or size. The cost is borne by 
the group sfxinsoring the project. 
This work was f**gun barely a year ago 
but has advanced at an increasing rate. Soon, j 
it is believed, more acreage will be reclaimed 
yearly than is stripped, until no barren lands 
are left after coal stripping, in the first six 
months of this year 1*00,000 trees were set 
out, HO i»er cent of which have surv ived. For­ 
age and pasture crops were also planted. Con­ 
ifers predominate, although locusts, which 
grow fast, have lioen planted on steep banks 
to chin k erosion. Some hardwoods have Ix'on J 
used. In places, lakes have fxvn made and it 
is planned to stock them with fish and w a­ 
terfowl. There will be some financial return 
from all this, of course, when lum bering, 15 
or 20 years from now, begins to yield a cash 
crop. But everybody will profit by th e im ­ 
provement.

M ISSISSIPPI TANK ERS 
Som ething new in river boats is the Min­ 
neapolis Husky, the first tanker ever to mn 
on the Mississippi river. It is long and nar­ 
row, som ething like the ore boats of the 
Great l^akes. It is larger than som e ocean 
tankers, though not suitable for any but 
coastw ise ocean service. 
P r o file d by two Diesel engines the Husky 
can m ake nine m iles an hour, a better speed 
than much of the river traffic. It carries in 
its hold 9,UDO barrels of gasoline or fuel oil 
and can push a barge carrying as many 
more. There is also room on deck for a large 
cargo. 
The Husky is an experim ent. It is fitted 
w ith modern navigation instrum ents, electric 
steering gear, ship-to-shore radio telephone, 
intership com m unication and a new carbon 
dioxide fire extinguisher system . It will re­ 
main in service all winter, carrying oil up the 
O hio river when the upper Mississippi is 
frozen. 
Its main purpose is to provide ex ­ 
press service between the Louisiana oil fields 
and Minneapolis. 
This is another illustration of how life on 
the Mississippi is not m erely reviving but de­ 
veloping. The Improvements may not seem 
so picturesque as conditions a few genera­ 
tions ago, unless a modern Mark Twain ap­ 
pears to do them justice.

The slightest change in the rate or strength of 
tho heart l>eat naturally upsets most individuals be­ 
cause they know that, while the heart is only a 
pump, anything interfering with it* pumping of 
blood may be serious. 
There is, however, one tyi>e of heurt disturbance 
that alarms the individual and his or her family hut 
is not considered serious from the standpoint of life.

any physical or m ental work or Just eaten a heavy 
meal, yet I hi' heart doubles us rate and increases 
in strength. It may continue at this rate for a few 
minutes or a few hours and some attacks may con­ 
tinue for days. In itself, tacehycardia is not consid­ 
ered a serious m atter unless there is present some 
other heart or lung condition. 
Dr. Paul D. White, Boston, in Modern Concepts 
of Cardiovascular Diseases (heart anil blood vess­ 
els*, states that the outlook as far as life is con­ 
cerned is good. Treatm ent consists mainly of re- 
asiuranee, rest at the time of the attack, and avoid­ 
ing excitement a s far as possible. 
The attack sometimes may bo stop|X'd by press­ 
ing on the eyeballs, pressing on the inner side of 
large muscle of neck which runs from breast hone 
to l»ony lump behind the ear. or pressing on large 
nerve supplying chest and abdomen, and other 
methods 
The drug most effective In the treatm ent of 
tacehycardia is quinidinc sulphate (not quinine sul­ 
phate!, given in doses of 3 to 6 grains once, twice, or 
w e n three times at intervals of 2 hours after the 
attack. 
The cause of paroxysmal tacehycardia is un­ 
known although it is thought to t>e due to some emo­ 
tional disturbance such as domestic upsets, or dis­ 
appointments in love or finance. 
The thought, then, for the patient to remember 
is that an unsettled problem or problems or disap­ 
pointments or frustrations may he causing attacks 
and that until these problems can l>e settled and 
disappointments forgotten, the attacks are likely to 
occur. 
In the meantime, quietness and the use of quini- 
dine sulphate will lessen the number and length of 
the attack*,
